\ |] HAT is the matter with Ireland? We have so 

often heard it spoken of as the emerald of the 
sea and garden spot of the globe, that we have 
imagined it the brightest and fairest center of the 
ear‘h, Bat so fair a center and so rich a soil should 
furnish a fine crop of men as well as many potatoes 
and much whisky. If there is nothing the matter 
with Ireland, how about the Irish? Is Irish blood 
bad? or has the taint of the Fall fallen deeper into 
the Irish heart than any other? Surely there is good 
nature among the Irish. A people with born wit at 
their tongue’s end for generations—whose laughter 
and keen jests have been heard around the globe— 
such a peuple should not have bad hearts. But 
there is something wrong with the Irish and no mis- 
take. All the world outside of Ireland furnishes 49 
per cent. of the criminals of the Massachusetts Re- 
formatory, and Ireland—poor little Ireland—tur- 
nishes 51 per cent. Nearly all of these Irish crim- 
inals are Catholic in faith. Is it the religion of Rome 
or the blood of Ireland that grafts the fruit of crim- 
inality on the Irish heart? Something is wrong in 
Ireland. Who will tell us where the trouble lies? 


WENTY-SEVEN of the states of the Union are 
now possessed of 1,000,000 inhabitants or more 
each, while two of the states have 5,000,000 each and 
over, four above 3,000,000, and nine above 2,000,000 
each. Of the states having 1,000,000 or more, thir- 
teen are Southern and fourteen are Northern. 
During the past decade twenty-four of the states 
have gained 200,000 in population and over, three 
states gaining over 740,000 each, and fourteen states 
over 300,000 each. O/ the states making the above 
gains seventeen are Northern and seven are South- 
ern. Only two Southern states gained over 300,000, 
while twelve Northern states did. The largest 
gain made by any state was by Pennsylvania, 
985,688, while seven states gained over 500,000 each, 
two of these being Southern, Texas with 640,471, 
and Missouri with 508,700. The chances are that 
not a single state will be added to the list of million 
states during the next decade, although during the 
last decade eight states passed into the million line 
of states. We have three states with populations 
of less than 100,000 each, while of the seventeen 
states with less than 1,000,000 each their aggregate 
population is less than that of New York by nearly 
the aggregate of the three smallest of the states in 
population.

“And that thou shouldst give reward unto thy serv- 
ants the prophets, and to the saints, and to them that 
fear thy name, small and great.’’ Rev. 11: 18.

Consider the reward Christ gives to those who 
enlist in his service and endure unto the end. In 
the first place, he gives them peace of conscience, 
When the soul is troubled and c»mes to Christ in 
sincerity, pleading for peace and pardon, he ten- 
derly whispers, ‘‘Thy sins which are many are all 
forgiven.’’ ‘Peace, be still.”’ It is said by one of 
the holy writers, ‘‘Great peace have they that love 
thy law, and nothing shall offend them.’’ Noth- 
ing; no matter how striking the language, nothing 
in this blessed Bible shall offend them. The Mas- 
ter says, ‘‘Woe, woe, woe,” unto a great many 
characters, but if you are not guilty, if you have 
been redeemed by his blood, you need not be of- 
fended ; he does not mean you. For “‘ there is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them that are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh but after 
the Spirit.”” How pleasant it is to know that you 
are accepted of God—that he is your dwelling 
place from day to day! No one can harm you so 
long as you are hid with Christ in God; no human 
invention can ruffis the peace which flows like a 
- iver in your soul. When confusion and discord 
surround you, and wicked men are striving to take 
your crown, how blessed to be able to sing, ‘*Rock 
of Ages, cleft for me, let me hide myself in Thee!” 
How blessed it is to pillow your head on the bosom 
of Christ and feel that no man is able to pluck you 
out of his hands! 

The next reward Christ gives to his followers is 
the crown of virtue. To wear the crown of virtue 
is a greater honor than to wear the jeweled crown 
of an Alexander, a Cesar, or a Victoria. Young 
lady, so long as you wear the crown of virtue you

will never be found in the dancing-hall; you will 
never bring a reproach upon yourself and friends; 
your mother will never sing, with a broken heart, 
‘Where is my wandering girl to-night?’ but you 
will always be a mother’s joy and an ornament to 
society. Young gentleman, so long as the crown 
of virtue sparkles on your brow, you will never 
take God’s holy name in vain; you will never be 
found looking through the iron bars of a prison at a 
sainted mother kneeling before you, crying to God 
and entreating him to save her boy; you will never, 
never be found walking in the way of that one 
whose house, Solomon says, ‘‘is the way to hell, 
going down to the chambers of death.”’ 

Aged fathers and mothers, nothing looks to me 
so grand, so noble, as the crown of virtue overshad- 
owing the “silver threads among the gold.’”’ Let 
that crown deck your forehead until Christ shall 
say, ‘‘ It is enough, come up higher; enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord.’’ Christ rewards his sol- 
diers with manifold more in this present evil world. 
I (like others) used to wonder what Jesus meant by 
saying, ‘* Ye shall have manifold more in this pres- 
ent evil world.’’ I did not grow suddenly wealthy 
when I became a Christian, but I have learned by 
experience what it meant. By having Christ as 
my Savior, I entered into the sympathy of all 
those who were his real followers, and whenever 
far from home and friends I have always found 
some one who was willing to be as a mother to me 
—some sister who was willing to open her doors to 
me and ask me to share her kind hospitalities. I 
have always found some one who was willing to be 
a father unto the fatherles; and defenseless. Oh, 
how I thank God for such friends! They are 
friends who show their sincerity when adversity 
comes, a8 well as in prosperity. False friends will 
forsake us when adversity comes. When Jesus 
was here his disciples came to him at one time and 
said, ** Thy mother and thy brethren are without, 
desiring to speak with thee.’”’ Jesus pointed to hi» 
disciples and said, ‘‘My mother and my brethren 
are these which hear the Word of God and do it.”’ 
Blessed relationship! Sacred union! No human 
invention can sever this holy relationship. Those 
who are mothers and brethren to Jesus are mothers 
and brethren tome. I! people do not like us and 
speak evil of us, we can call up from the fountain 
of truth the precious words of Jesus, which will 
fall like sparkling and refreshing dew-drops on our 
thirsty souls, ‘‘ Woe unto you when all men shall 
speak well of you; if ye were of the world, the 
world would love its own; ye are not of the world, 
even as Iam not of the world.’”? What comfort 
these words bring to our hearts when wicked men 
and women persecute us and cast out our names as 
evil! 

The last and great reward Christ offers to his sol- 
diers is heaven. It is said, ‘* Fear not, little flock, 
it is your Father’s good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom; thine eyes shall see the King in his 
beauty; they shall behold the land that is very far 
off.”’ ‘ 

When we look at the various hues of the inho- 
cent flowers, at the sloping hills and green valleys, 
at the winding rivers and flowing fountains, and, 
in addition to God’s work, the art of man, we are 
made to think of that land Christ has promised to 
those who love him and keep his commandments; 
we are made to think of the beautiful city, where 
the throne of God is established, over which hangs 
the arch of seven colors, and from which flows the 
sparkling river of life. O Christian, look with 
the eyes of your mind upon your eternal reward! 
You need not expect to see all of your inheritance 
in a day; you can not see all of London in two 
weeks; you can not see all of Rome in six weeks; 
you can not see all of heaven in countless millions 
of years; you will look long and with wonder at 
the beautiful colors in the shining-gemmed wall 
which surrounds the heavenly Jerusalem. The 
first foundation is made of jasper, a precious stone 
of a yellow and red color; the second, sapphire, 
a deep blue color; the third, chalcedony, a varied 
beauty; the fourth, emeraid, a bight green color; 
the fifth, sardonyx, a bluish white color; the sixth, 
sardius, red and fiery; the seventh, chrysolite, a 
golden hue; the eighth, beryl, a bluish green color; 
the ninth, topaz, a pale green, mixed with yellow; 
the tenth, chrysoprasus, a golden biuish tint; the 
‘eleventh, jacinth, fiery as thesun ; the twelfth, ame- 








thyst, a precious stone of a violet blue color. When 
you will have looked at that beautiful wall, you 
will want to examine heaven’s towers and the 


mapy trophies found in that city. You shall roam 
the fair fields of heaven with eternal delight, find- 
ing something new all the time. Heaven will be 
like this blessed old Book. We read its sacred 
pages day after day, but, whenever we open it, we 
think we find something new. 

So it will be with heaven; it will always be un- 
folding new beauties. One beauty after another 
shall come and go as you pass on spirit wings from 
one part of heaven to another, gazing upon the 
thrones and mansions. The supreme glory of 
heaven will be the presence of Jesus. The beauty 
and glory of cherubim, seraphim, saints, and an- 
gels, with the pomp and splendor of that heavenly 
court, will sink into nothingness before the beauty 
and glory of Him who hath died to redeem and 
save us. The stars look beautiful when the dark 
curtains of night are hung over us and the great 
ruler of the day has hidden his face behind the 
Western hills, but when he again appears in the 
East, riding forth in his chariot of gold, painting 
everything around him with a golden hue, dark- 
ness rolls back as ascroll, and the beauty of the 
stars is seen no more. So it will be with the beau- 
ties and glories of heaven when Ohrist, who is our 
life, shall appear, and we stand enchanted in his 
sacred presence. The highest delight of the saints 
will be to stand before the throne of God and the 
Lamb, basking in the rays of glory which ema- 
nate from them. There shall be no tears of sorrow 
or poverty dimming the eyes of heaven’s inhabi- 
tants. No shivering beggar shall stand on the pal-

DON’T KNOW. 

In the ‘‘Querist’s Corner” of HERALD January 
8th, occurs this question: ‘“‘What is meant by 
Daniel’s one thousand three hundred and thirty- 
five days?’”’ (Dan. 12: 12.) 

Answer. ‘Don’t know.” 

This called to my mind the story of the colored 
preacher who stated that ‘‘'God made Adam out ob 
mud, and sot him up agin de fence to dry.”’? An 
old darkie in the audience exclaimed: ‘‘Parsin, 
who make dat fence?’’ The preacher replied: 
‘*Hold your tongue, Sambo; three more sich ques- 
tions would Kaock all de feology in de world in de 
head.”’ 

Some theology is so frail that freedom in asking 
and answering questions is too dicquieting to be al- 
lowed. The popular theory of prophetic interpre- 
tation, I think, is of that character. Men have in- 
vented theories, then contrived methods of com- 
puting prophetic periods and manipulating 
prophetic metaphors so that their theories may 
seem to be supported. 

Jewish prophecy has become Jewish history and 
history of surrounding nations in so far as they af- 
fected the Jews. In the sixth century B. C., Daniel 
gave in highly wrought imagery a picture of the 
Assyrian and Jewish nations in their play upon the 
stage. His prophetic vision reached even to the 
end of the Jewish polity, and no farther, as may 
be clearly seen by the last chapter. The question 
was raised as to ‘‘the end of these wonders,” and 
the answer is given to Daniel very definitely: from 
the taking away of the continual burnt offering 
and setting up of the desolating abomination to the 
end shall be one thousand two hundred and ninety 
days; blessed is he that abideth to the one thousand

three hundred and thirty-five days. Now, what is 
the most natural interpretation? 

We are told that in prophetic writings a day 
means a year. Who said so? Ah, that is one of 
those theories which must not be questioned lest 
somebody’s theology be ‘“‘knccked in the head.” 
But I will question it, and farther will offer the re- 
ward of a handsome Bible to any one who will 
show Scripture authority for counting a prophetic 
day a year. It is an unwarranted assumption. 

I heard one minister ask another some time since, 
if he would presume to found a doctrine upon a 
preposition ; but here are whole systems of theology 
permeating nearly all churches, and whole denomi- 
nations distinctively planted upon a theory which 
lacks the support of even a preposition in the Bible. 

These one thousand two hundred and ninety days 
begin to count from the taking away of the daily 
sacrifice and setting up the desolatir g abomination. 
We ask the popular commentators what these are, 
and we get “don’t know.’”’ Jesus quotes Daniel, 
and adds where the abomination should be set up— 
‘tin the holy place.”’ And this quotation is made 
when Jesus is confessedly foretelling the destruction 
of Jerusalem, and he adds, ‘‘Whoso readeth let 
him understand.’”’ Let us see if we can under- 
stand, 

The insurrection which brought on the war of 
destruction began in the autumn of A. D. 66, and 
in February, 67, on the 19th day (Appleton’s Enc ) 
the insurgents took possession of the temple and 
fortified themselves therein. That was setting up 
war—a desolating abomination, and the worst 
kncwn until the distilling of alcohol—in the holy 
place, the temple. Nor is it supposable that the 
continual burnt offering was kept up in the temple 
under those circumstances. Oounting from the 19th 
of February, 67, the 20th would be one and the 10th 
day of September, 70, would be one thousand two 
hundred and ninety; and that day witnessed the 
final triumph of Titus and the end of the Jewish 
polity. There are the one thousand two hundred 
and ninety days toaday. Bat that is not the end 
of their “‘tribulation,’’ for when the Jews gave up 
their last fortifications and flaw to the roeks and 
caves in gehenna the Roman soldiers broke com- 
mand and became a heathen mob, and for six weeks 
and three days such scenes of barbarity and riot 
and murder the world had never seen, nor has it 
been duplicated to thisday. During that forty-five 
days six hundred thousand Jews were murdered 
and their bodies burned in the fires of gehenna. 
Josephus says that had the Roman soldiers gone on 
thus, soon the whole Jewish race must have been 
extirpated. But the cfficers gained control and 
order was restored, and no doubt the survivors 
thought it a blessed thing to have survived it all 
and come to the one thousand three hundred five 
and thirty days; for that is the time since the in- 
surgents took the temple until order was restored 
and the days of the tribulation ended. 

Now, it this hurts any theological corns my only 
apology is that I prefer an ounce of truth to a pound 
of theory.

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OHRISTIAN UNION—SOME OURIOUS IDEAS 
THEREON. 


Not a great while ago, in talking with a minister 
of the———Church upon the subject of Christian 
union, he stated his views upon the subject very 
nearly in the following language: ‘‘I believe in 
Christian union very strongly, but I do not regret 
the fact that the Christian world is divided into 
different denominations. It is a poor army which 
is not divided into brigades and regiments.’’ Now, 
tosome people doubtless such language sounds very 
nice, and they will heartily indorse such a view of 
the question; but thinking over it an instant, if we 
would be candid we are compelled to reject it. By 
likening the divided Christian world to an army 
divided into brigades and regiments it is implied 
that the divisions which have taken place in the 
Church were the result of mutual agreement and 
for increased effectiveness in Christian work. Now, 
we know that no such laudable purpose inspired 
the divisions, and we know fall well, also, that the 
different denominations do not regard themselves 
as divisions of one great army. The divisions of 
an army always have a common aim, and they 
never antagonize each other or strive with each 
other for the mastery of the same territory. When 
we see towns that have only Christians enough for 
one church, endeavoring to support three or four, 
it looks very much as if there were too many 
brigades and regiments. 

Again, an ex-college president whom I heard 
speaking upon the subject said that we should all 
unite at times in Christian work, for instance in 
evangelistic services, but that perpetual organic 
union was unattainable and undesirable; and he 
proceeded to illustrate it by comparing men of dif- 
ferent temperaments and ideas to certain salts 
which always crystallize in shapes peculiar to them- 





selves, hence he argued it was necessary to have]: 


these different denominations in order to accommo- 
date them. His reasoning was fallacious. In the 
Ohristian Church are men of all temperaments and 
ideas, and they are all well accommodated. We 
need not all be cubes. We may differ in form, 
yet we need not b3 separated because of it. 

Another view of the subject was held by a pastor 
in a village where for a time the different churches 
had been joining once each month in a union serv- 
ice. He said he thought it a very good plan to have 
union services during three months in the summer, 
but he thought that quite sufficient to convince the 
world that the churches were willing to work in 
unison, and as for continuing them all the year he 
objected to it. His view of the matter needs no 
comment. We all know that three months of 
union work will not balance with nine months of 
exclusive denominational work. 

Brethren, let us with renewed zeal preach and 
pray that God’s people ‘‘may all be one.”’

SHOULD WE ENCOURAGE OUR MISSION WORK ?— 
No. 2. 


I said in my first article that the ‘‘mission-work 
was heaven-ordained.’”’ The Pharisees asked the 
disciples of Christ, ‘‘ Why eateth your Master with 
publicans and sinnersa?’”’ This at once reached the 
ears of Jesus, and he said, ‘‘They that be whole 
need not a physician, but they that aresick, .. . 
for I am not come to call the righteous, but sinners 
to repentance.’”’ This being true, Jesus came for 
the purpose of saving, enlightening, and bringing 
from the state of sin and heathenism to that high 
and happy state of peace and righteousness. We 
80 often look at the words of the poet, and then stop: 


“Tf you can not cross the ocean, 
And the heathen land explore, 
You can find the heathen nearer— 

You can help them at your door.” 


I do not understand this to mean the door of our 
dwellings, but it means this lovely land of ours— 
America—the home field. But we can do more 
than this. We do not all expect to go to the foreign 
land to work, but can we not have some one there 
working for the Master at our expense? Certainly 
we can. 

In looking over the report of our former secretary, 
Rev. J. P. Watson, who labored with unwavering 
zeal in this grand work, we can not help but feel 
amazed, There has been raised in the last four 
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years for home mission-work the sum of $16,953.18, 
and $8,782 of this sum have been the offerings on 
Children’s Day. Weare truly proud of our young 
workers. 

But let us look at the foreign field for awhile. 
Since October 1, 1886, there has only been the small 
sum of $7,019.88 given for the foreign work. Let 
us see how much we are giving per member. Say 
that we are 100,000 strong, that would mean nearly 
two cents per member. Do we give as much as other 
denominations? Let ussee. Says our dear brother 
in the conclusion of his report: ‘‘Episcopalians give 
per capita to the foreign work, thirty-five cents a 
year; Methodists, forty cents. How much do 
Baptists give? Fifty cents. How much do the 
Presbyterians give? One dollar and twenty-eight 
cents. How much do the Congregationalists give? 
One dollar and forty-four cents. And how much do 
Christians give? If we are 100,000 strong, we give 
nearly two cents per capita to our foreign work a 
year.’”’ 

Brethren, let us not take our eyes from this until 
we resolve that we will make our foreign work 
second tonone. Wecan bring about a wonderful 
change by living up to the rules of our General Con- 
vention. Will we not do all within our power to 
build up this important work? Will we not labor 
to bring the heathen to glorify God? Will we not 
seek to make disciples of all nations?

THE LIVING ONE. 


In the HERALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY, No. 2, Bro. 
J. D. Childs says some very excellent things in re- 
lation to ‘‘The Living One;’’ such as this, ‘‘The 
living one isthe exact imageof the Father. . . 
- Wesee the beauty and the force of that state- 
ment of the Christ, He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.’”? Ihave met many people who 
believe that these words of Christ prove most 
positively that the Father and the Son are but one 
and the same person. Some years ago I was travel- 
ing in the State of Illinois, and seeing a church not 
far from the road I alighted and went in, and there 
was a large congregation, but the services had just 
closed. A young lady came to me and with all the 
friendship and familiarity of an old acquaintance 
called me by name, And I said to her, ‘‘How 
could you know my name, never having seen me 
until now?” ‘Why,’ she said, ‘‘I was acquainted 
with your son at Union Christian College, Indiana,”’ 
That sister, by seeing the son, had seen the father 
also. 

Again, he says, ‘‘Would it not be more in keep- 
ing with the platform of Christians, who have no 
creed but the Bible, to drop out of their theology 
the weak and doubtful word religion?” This 
word of itself has no signification of anything that 
is good; it has no relation to the teaching of Christ; 
it conveys no idea of salvation, or the way to ever- 
lasting life. I have often wondered why it was so 
frequently used, and so much said about getting re- 
ligion. I think it requires a greater effort to keep 
from getting it than it does to get it. Jesus, as he 
journeyed, sent messergears in advance to make 
ready for him, and they failed to fill their mission. 
But they got religion, and asked permission to 
practice it. They said, ‘‘Lord, wilt thou that we 
command fire to come down from heaven, and con- 
sume them, even as Elias did?”’ But he turned 
and rebuked them, and said, ‘*Ye know not what 
manner of spirit ye are of.’”? Luke 9: 54, 55. 

Paul was a very religious man long before he was 
a Obristian. He says, ‘‘My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first among mine own 
nation at Jerusalem, know all the Jews; which 
knew me from the beginning, if they would testify, 
that after the straitest sect of our religion: I 
lived a Pharisee.”’ Acts 26: 4,5. He says, *‘And 
I punished them oft in every synagogue, and com- 
pelled them to blaspheme; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted them even unto 
strange cities.” Acts26:11. ‘hat terrible persecu- 
tion of the saints was because he had got religion. 
Again, he says, ‘‘For ye have heard of my conver- 
sation in time past in the Jews’ religion, how that 
beyond measure I persecuted the Church of God 
and wasted it: and profited in the Jews’ religion 
above many of my equals in mine own nation,

being more exceedingly zealous of the traditions of 
my fathers.””

The delivery of the sermon on the mount marks 
the period in our Lord’s ministry when it became 
necessary to make open rupture with the State 
Ohurch. 

It was especially needed that his disciples be cau- 
tioned against an over-weening confidence in their 
own powers of persuasion when opposed by the 
hypocrisy and prejudice of the times. 

These words of warning addressed to men in a 
bitterly prejudiced anti-Christian environment are 
frequently so perverted as to be applied to men 
living in a Christian country where a trained public 
opinion expresses its approval of every manifesta- 
tion of Ohristlike character even if it is connected 
with unpopular intellectual conclusions. 

This is absurd, and like every other absurd inter- 
pretation to Scripture, it does evil. 

No class of men in this land are more spoken 
against by everybody, including their own patrons, 
than the saloonkeepers; but this doesn’t make them 
saints. 

"Phe devil has very little good said of him, even 
by his own servants; but this fact does not make 
him an angel of light, much as he may try to pose 
as such. 

If we may be permitted a slight variation of an 
old proverb, he who excuses himself by means of 
this quotation makes a sweeping accusation of 
others, and this paves the way for remarking that 
the only wholesale accuser of the brethren who is 
mentioned in the Bible is of most unenviable 
character. 

Brethren, please don’t so construe the Scripture as 
to wrest these words of Jesus from their environ- 
ment and apply them to cases which are completely 
aside from the scope of our Lord’s declaration.

Son—“I’m not frightened, father, for I know 
God’s truth shall stand whether men’s views of it 
do ornot. But what suggested the thought of de- 
sertion?”’ 

Father—‘-You say their position instead of our 
position, which leads me to think you feared our 
position unsafe.”’ 

Son—‘Bat, father, if the fourth point of their 
(our) position is a false one, unsupported by the Gos- 
pel, and has been the cause of so much injury to 
man and loss to the church, what assurance have I 
that other points are not equally faulty?” 

Father—‘‘H sre, my son, you open a wide field for 
investigation, and before we go farther let me say 
that I think the fathers were unfortunate in their 
selection of the word ¢est, and we no less so in re- 
taining it,” 

Son—‘'Why, father, are you tired of their (our) 
position?” 

Father—“‘By no means, my son; I admire the 
courage and self-sacrifieing spirit of those men who 
dared stand alone on the Bible and proclaim such 
immortal principles to a sect-bound world,” 

Son—“* What word would you substitute, father ?”’ 

Father—‘Basis, my son, for no one doubts that 
there is a fellowship, nor that there is a basis of that 
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fellowship, not even the Sage of Shelby himself.” 

Son—‘‘Oan y 3u tell me why you prefer the word 
basis to test?”’ 

Father—“‘A test of character may be necessary. 
If any man have not the spirit of Ohrist he is none 
of his. Here is a test, not of fellowship, but of 
character or nature; if a man has the Ohrist spirit 
he has the new nature, he is a partaker (fellow- 
shiper) of the divine nature—being a new creation 
—and should be fellowshiped by all the good. So I 
do not see how we need a test of fellowship, but we 
do need a basis, and that basis is vital goodness, 
based upon Ohristlikeness.’’ 

Son—‘' Well, father, will that make our position, 
or this point of it, any stronger?” 

Father—“‘Not especially, my son; but granted 
that it is proper and right to have a basis of fellow- 
ship, we may proceed to inquire as to whether we 
havea New Testament basis.”’ 

Son—“Bat, father, it is declared that such is not 
Gospel.’’ 

Father—‘' Assertions are not demonstrations, my 
son. No doubt the ‘creed test’? has divided the 
church into ‘warring factions,’ but that the so-called 
fellowship test has I shall doubt till Isee the proof, 
Bat let us see on what grounds the early Christians 
fellowshiped oneanother. In I. Cor. 1: 9, Paul says: 
‘God is faithfal by whom ye were called unto the 
fellowship [/oinonean] of his Son.’”’ 

Son—‘‘And what is this fellowship?”’ 

Father—‘‘Let Paul answer (I. Thess. 4: 7): ‘God 
hath not called us unto uncleanness, but unto holi 
ness.’ Johnsays: ‘That we have seen and heard 
declare we unto you, that ye also may have fellow- 
ship with us, and traly our fellowship is with the 
Father and with his Son Jesus Christ.’ If we say 
we have fellowship with him and walk in darkness 
(as do all those who do not believe on Christ for 
salvation), we lie and do not the truth. But if we 
walk in the light as he is in the light we have fel- 
lowship one with another. To fellowship is to par- 
take with, tosharein. Paul asks, ‘What fellow- 
ship has light with darkness?’ that is, What have 
they in common? We fellowship a person or thing 
(that is, have a part of him or in it) when we sanc- 
tion, indorse, or give him or it our infiuence.’’ 

Son—‘Then, to fellowship, means to take part of 
or part in?” 

Father—‘*Yes. Paul says: ‘As the children are 
partakers [fellowshipers] of fiesh and blood, he 
[Christ] also himself likewise took part of the 
same.’ He also says: ‘Be not partakers of other 
men’s sins.’ And with this injunction I can not 
see how any Christian man can, by vote or infiu- 
ence, support the license system of our country and 
thereby be partakers of the infamous work of 
drunkard-making.”’ 

Son—‘' Well, father, from the texts you have re- 
ferred to it seems to me thata basis of fellowship is 
not foreign to the Gospel after all.”’

MISSIONS. 

Not long since I received a letter from a sister, 
who is heartily engaged in mission-work, asking 
it I would not appeal to the sisters of the York and 
Cumberland Conference, through the columns of 
the HERALD, “to do something before the March 
Quarterly Conference.’’ 

Whils I may think of a great deal that ought to 
be done, when requested to put my thought on 
paper to try to interest the people and to bring to 
the desired end this work of organizing local so- 
cieties in the several churches, it seems far beyond 
my feeble effort; and yet, if I could say a word to 
help any one, how gladly would I do it. 

Dear sisters of this conference, are we doing all we 
might do for the extension of this great work? I 
fear not, for in the nine live churches of this confer- 
ence I know of only three missionary societies. 
There are others that are anxious to organize socie- 
ties in their own churches. Friends, will you not 
help them? In March our secretaries are expected 
to send semi-annual reports. Let us have at least 
three more added to our list. 

L3t us remember the missionary duty of the 
church. The very soul of our religion is mission- 
ary, embracing the whole world, and adapted to all 
classes and nations. ‘Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature,”’ is the com-

Sunday School Department 


BY J. F. BURNETT. 

Young teaches should receive more attention and 
help from their seniors. That a teacher can not be 
too well qualified for his place is universally con- 
ceded, and loud and long are the laments on all 
sides that so few of the members of our churches 
who seem best adapted to teach by reason of age, 
mental endowment, and experience, should decline 
the duty. Itis to be regretted that the desire for 
rest, the comforts of the easy chair, and the attrac- 
tions of home should be found more desirable than 
the pleasure of obeying Christ’s command to feed 
his lambs. But there is no use in spending time in 
mourning over what is likely to continue. More 
than ever do school officers see the wisdom and ne- 
cessity of turning their attention toward making 
the senior and Bible classes perform the functions of 
manufacturing the teachers required. Indeed, toa 
very large extent, the schools do already supply the 
teachers, and that which I would insist upon is the 
advantage of furnishing our young teachers with 
more help than they now receive. Too frequently 
we practice the old Spartan plan with their babies 
—that of leaving them to shift for themselves. The 
hardy ones survive the process, but the weak ones 
perish. We often deal with young teachers as some 
masters do with their boys—throw them into the 
water that they may learn to swim. I Know that 
many thus acquire the art of swimming, but they 
do it with great pain, while a few simple directions 
and examples would hasten the successful result 
and prevent some from sinking. 

A young teacher goes before his class full of zeal 
and expectancy, while enthusiasm beams in his 
eyes. One unruly boy is quite sufficient to check 
him at the very outset. His fervor cools, his face 
flashes, and cold chills play hide and seek along the 
spinal column, and the lesson ends in despair, with 
the teacher discouraged and the class unbenefited. 
What is re qaired in this direction is the art of man- 
agement—how to secure order, how to deal with 
the talkative, how to repress impertinence, and se- 
cure the attention and respect of the class, and 
often, if not generally, the young teacher is left to 
develop a plan or go down in the wreck of disorder 
and confusion. In many places attempts have been 
made to supply this deficiency by establishing nor- 
mal classes. Somehow most of them have failed to 
attract those who most need the assistance they 
afford, and in many cases they have been.so high 
pit and methods as to discourage rather than 
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Something simpler and more practical is de- 













































manded. I venture the assertion that it is possible 
for every school to select a teacher of tried capa- 
bilities and experience who would be willing to 
hold a few meetings every year of the young and 
newly appointed teachers for the special purpose of 
giving instructions in the management of the class. 
These meetings should be informal and partake of 
friendly talks with respect to the practical diffi- 
culties of teaching. Questions should be asked and 
answered upon the management of the class and 
the best methods of securing order and conducting 
the recitation, as well as the best way of preparing 
the lesson. There is plenty of material ready to 
the teacher’s hand every Sunday morning in notes 
and suggestions on the lessons in the Quarterlies 
and papers, but these do not show the young teacher 
how to employ this material to the best advantage; 
and, indeed, it only can be shown effectively by 
personal example. The savage knows something 
of fireand water. He drinks the one and warms 
by the other; but to produce steam he must know 
their relations and how to apply them. So the 
teacher knows the Bible and the ‘“‘helps,’’ but in 
order to produce the best results he must know how 
to utilize what he knows. The hints given by an 
experienced teacher to his inexperienced coadjator 
would be somethin g like the following: ‘‘Read the 
lesson carefully through early in the week. Seize 
its chief features, its leading truths. As you are 
otherwise eng ged through the week, collect homely 
illustrations of the lesson. Recall each echolar by 
name to your mind. Say to yourself, ‘What will 
that one be most interested in? What does this 
one most need? And what will be helpful to all?’ 
Then, after studying the lesson with all available 
helps, sit down with only your Bible before you 
and go over all its truths and through all its lessons 
in your mind as you intend to teach it on Sunday.” 
I am persuaded that we do not turn to sufficient ac- 
count the experience of our senior teachers. 
Students for the ministry and settled pastors de- 
light in interviewing celebrated preachers in regard 
to methods of preparation and work for the pulpit 
and pastoral duties, and Sunday-school teachers are 
not as wise as I take them to be if they do not wel- 
come an opportunity of deriving assistance from 
teachers of recognized ability and success.

Surely songs abound in heaven, and we may be- 
lieve they are very sweet and inspiring. Even the 
songs of earth, when the most perfect possible, 
thrill the soul with rapture and awaken an ap- 
plause of the most enthusiastic nature. Jennie 
Lind’s “Sweet Home,’’ in Castle Garden a genera- 
tion ago, is a part of the history of the Nation that 
will be fresh with inspiration when the last traces 
of the Dec’aration are faded into the paleness of 
the page which contains them. 

Many a song from trained lips here on earth has 
moved vast assemblies to the highest and purest 
point of enthusiastic admiration, swaying the feel- 
ings, enlisting the sympathies, and arousing the 
most cultured and refined appreciations of the soul. 

There is, however, only an approach toward a 
perfection of energy in the instrument whence is- 
sues‘the song, while the song itself is perhaps never 
lifted above the line of perceptible imperfection. 
To expect the absolutely perfect from the defective 
or weakened instrumentality isa thing both unwise 
and unreasonable. Why such expectation from the 
most thoroughly trained singer, if, on no other line 
of labor or art, perfection is to be found? Critical 
examinations, under microscopical advantages, 
show that no single tracing of art is absolutely per- 
fect. 

The approaches to the perfect line are so close, 
indeed, as to make the detection of error a thing 
quite impossible to the unlearned or the casual ob- 
server. And the approach to the beautiful and the 
magnificent is so complete, that praise is justly 
awarded and expressions of admiration are wholly 
reasonable. 

Bat through human Fall and the vitiating effects 
of subsequent sin, man’s nature is warped, and no 
element of his being retains that perfect tone and 
poise that it originally had. Man’s step lacks the 
primal majesty, his every motion carries the per- 
ceptible tremor, his face wears the beclouded ex- 
pression, his voice is burdened with weakness, and 
his very thought is wanting in clearness, even when 
most brilliantly expressed. 

The perfect pertains not to earth, but there is an 
ambition for it, and with many of the noblest a 
struggle for the attainment, which speaks well for 
the man and may be accepted as prophetic of better 
things when the higher planes are reached. 

The pure soul will hardly seek the attainment of 
the impossible. The stomach craves the food and 
drink it needs and may find; the eye seeks from its 
darkened environments the light it demands and 
mey obtain at last; and so the nature of man soars 
toward heights that are real and elevations that are 
attainable. 

When the soul is on the mountain heights of 
transfiguration; when it lifts its head through and 
above the clouds that environ; when to human 
eyes it seems to stand amid-stream of the Jordanic 
waters, how the melody of earthly voices lose their 
vigor of inspiration! how the soul within seems to 
stretch upward as if to catch those higher and 
sweeter melodies that tremble on lips that may not 
sing for mortal ears, awakened by the transfigur- 
ing powers of what the world calls death!

Its charter was obtained from the Legislature of 
North Carolina, March 11, 1889, and none but mem- 
bers of the Christian Church can become trustees. 
The church in the South built Graham Oollege just 
before the civil war, and opened a prosperous col- 
lege there, with Prof. W. H. Doherty as president. 
Daring the war the property was lost by the Chris- 
tians, and our people immediately aiter the war 
were too poor to purchase another. In 1888 a spe- 
cial session of the General Convention of the Chris- 
tian Church (South) was called. This body met in 
September of that year and formulated plans for 
building a college. This led to the building of 
Elon College, which was opened September 2, 1890, 
and now has one hundred students. 

The people in the South have felt the need of a 
college, but have hesitated to build one, fearing 
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meet their wants. Within two years the church 
has done more for the college than its most sanguine 
friends expected. With $12 000 more we can equip 
it and put it in complete order. Then we must be- 
gin to raise an endowment. The Lord has pros- 

every department of our work since we 
undertook this enterprise, and our people are en- 
couraged. 

We have canvassed the churches in the South, 
and Dr. Herndon, who was put into the field last 
year, will continue todoso. I feel inclined to go 
North and ask the brethren and sisters there to 
help us. Somehow I have felt that I ought to go, 
put can give no good reason for it. I will start 
February 24 and go to Philadelphia. I may stopa 
day or two in Baltimore. I trust the good Lord 
will lead me aright, and I shall be glad to receive 
any gift or donation to our college in the South.

Bro. Jackson arrived in Troy January 14th, and 
in the evening preached his first sermon to an 
audience of one hundred and thirty. A meeting of 
intense interest was in progress at the M. E. Church, 
and the ‘‘crowd’”’ was there. The next evening one 
hundred and eighty cameto hear. The third even- 
ing a comfortably full house faced the preacher. 
After then there was no concern for an audience. 
The last four evenings the church could not accom- 
modate the throng eager to hear. Several afternoon 
prayer-meetings numbered one hundred and fifty 
od. Some came to meeting for the first time in 
years. 

Bro. Jackson did not spare himself while in Troy. 
His work in preaching, singing, and prrsonal talks 
with inquirers for Gospel truth, was simply tre- 
= mendous. The preaching was plain, direct, positive. 
Oar brother supremely believes what he discourses, 
and his every sentence evinces an unconquerable 
love for souls. Troy was beginning to be stirred as 
it has not been since the C. J. Jones meetings of 
years ago. It seemed next door to wickedness to 
close the meeting, but the pastoral duties of Bro. 
Jackson imperatively demanded the closing. A 
few more of his telling sermons would surely bring 
into public consecration for Christ many who have 
held out for years against the Holy Spirit’s in flu- 
ences. The brother should not be in the pastorate, 
His eminent evangelistic gifts would, under God,

At the close of the last meeting, the great congre- 
gation came forward to take Bro. Jackson by the 
hand. In many cases the or gins of articulation re- 
fused to utter the word or two of farewell so clog gad 
were they by the full heart. 

Not in twenty years have “hard times” so 
bothered Trojans, but for the fifteen days’ work 
$146 88 were gladly contributed to Bro. Jackson.

The Silkworm and the Lesson it Teaches us. 
A JAPANESE ESSAY. 


In the world there are a great many worms, but 
none are so useful to mankind as the silkworm. 
We may not know when the silkworm first ap- 
peared in the world, but certainly it was in the 
mind of God to make it esa servant for mankind 
It is very strange to see the development of the 
worm. In the spring-time, from the eggs, which 
are as numberless as the sands on the seashore, 
come out the worms. During the first six days 
they eat the leaves of the mulberry-tree [Kama-ki] 
to make their bodies fat, and on the seventh day 
they rest from work to purify their minds and to 
prepare them for other days. We do not know 
whether this is from their own instincts or not, but 
it is certainly by the will of God. Thus laboring 
and resting, they at last make the cocoon, to let 
their bodies in for the purpose of sleeping, and 
when the fixed time has come, they come out from 
the coccon, not as they went in, a worm, but as a 
beautifal butterfly, which may fly about from tree 
to tree, or fl»wer to flower, at will. Asa result of 
not eating during the six days, or not resting prop- 
erly during the seventh, many silkworms die 
without making any cocoon, or, if they make one, 
it is useless to man. This is the result of idleness. 
There are some, however, on whom the result of 
idleness is not so marked. They make a cocoon, in 
color and form like the others, but when they 
come out in the spring they are simply ugly worms. 
The cause of this difference is their idleness. It 
may not be seen instantly, but the punishment is 
sure to come, and the worm is thrown away. 

We find an analogy between the silkworm and 
man. When God created the world he completed 
it in six days and rested on the seventh. After 
this, he gave a great good law to observe the 
seventh day as a resting time, and never be negli- 
gent of this law, for thus we are warned of God. 

Every man should observe and follow this com- 
mand obediently, and rest on the seventh day, 
that he mey receive the bread of heaven to his 
soul; and we should use this day to purify our 
mirds as the silkworm does to change its appear 
ance. In this way, as the silkworm changes into 
the beautiful butterfly, we, in like manner, shall 
have greater glory when we shall receive the spir- 
itual body and live joyously with our merciful 
heavenly Father in the paradise above, without 
any fear of destruction. There, then, shall come 
none of the vices, such as envy, jealousy, fighting, 
or that which is sorrowful. It is a most beautiful 
country. There we shall live in the palaces made 
without hands, of the diamond, gold, and pearl. 
There is no darkness tbere, for God our Father is 
the ineffable brightness and glory, and if we once 
drink of the river of li‘e, which bas its source in 
Christ, we shall never know thirst; and then there 
sre the trees of life, whose leaves are for the heal- 
ing of the nations, and there fl »wers bloom contin- 
ually and there fruits grow every month. This is 
truly a j\yful, happy place; indeed, the land of 
gold, which all men, learned and unlearned, equally
